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Te firft plate exhibits a general plan of the ground-floor of the Palace, in its prefent ae i 
of the Palace, 


ftate. The principal court is in the middle ; the ftable court on the left hand, and 
the kitchen courts on the right. As you enter the houfe from the principal court, a 
veftibule leads to the great hall, which occupies two ftories in height, and receives its light from 
windows in the upper ftory. It is furnifhed with full length portraits, reprefenting king Wil- 
liam III, queen Mary, the prefent king of Pruffia, the late Emperor of Germany, the prefent hereditary 
Prince of Brunfwick, the late Elector of Cologne, and the famous Lord Treafurer Burleigh: 
befides which there is a very good hunting piece by Mr. Wootton, wherein are reprefented his 
Royal Highnefs Frederic Prince of Wales, lord Baltimore, lord Cholmondely, lord Bofton, colonel 
Pelham, and feveral of his Royal Highnefss attendants. In this room are likewifé two large 
Vafes_ of Statuary-Marble, on which are cut in Baffo Relievo the four Seafons of the year, , 


From the Hall a paflage leads to the Garden; and on the right hand of this paflage is the 
Princefs’s common Apartment, confifting of an Antichamber, a Drawing Room, a Cabinet, 
and a Gallery, with waiting rooms, and other conveniencies for the attendants, The Anti- 
chamber is hung with Tapeftry ; and over the doors are two portraits, the one of the late lord 
Cobham, the other of the prefeat earl of Chefterfield, 


Tue Drawing Room is likewife hung with Tapeftry. Over the doors are the portraits 
of his Majefty king George I, and his Royal Highnefs Frederic Prince of Wales. There is alfo 
another piture in the room with three heads, being the portraits of their Royal Highnefles the late 
Princefs of Orange, and the Princefles Amelia and Carolina. 


Tue Cabinet is finifhed with pannels of Japan: the ceiling is gilt; which together with 
the chimney piece was defigned by the late ingenious Mr. Kent. 


: : Tue Gallery, with all its furniture, is entirely executed from defigns of the fame gentleman. 
The colour of the wainfcoting is blue, and the ornaments are gilt. Over the chimney is a portrait of 
the late Princefs of Orange, in a riding drefs; and on each fide of it is a very fine pi€ure by the 
celebrated Mr. Wootton ; the one reprefenting a Stag at Bay, and the other a Return from the chace: 
the fcene of both is Windfor Foreft, and the perfons reprefented are the late prince of Wales, the 
late duke of Marlborough, Mr. Spencer, the duke of Chandois, the marquis of Powis, lord Jerfey, 
lord Bofton, lord Baltimore, the colonels Lumly, Schutz and Madden, Mr. Scot, Mr. Bloodworth, 
and feveral attendants. 


Ow the left of the paflage which leads to the garden are the apartments of the bedchamber 
women, In their drawing toom there is a very large colleétion of portraits of Illuftrious Perfons of 
both fexes ; none of them very finely painted, yet curious, and very entertaining. The ceiling is 
executed from a defign of Mr. Kent's; as are likewife the ceiling, chimney piece, and all the other 
parts of their dining room,

inset Tue ceiling of the great ftair-cafe was defigned by Mr. Kent. ‘The fecond plate contains 


a plan of the principal floor, diftributed into one ftate apartment for her Royal Highnefs, and into 
lodging rooms for her children and their attendants. ‘The ftate apartment confifts of a gallery, a 
_ drawing room, a drefling room, an antichamber, a bed room, and clofets, ES 


Tue walls of the gallery are adorned with grotefque paintings, and children in theatrical 
: dreffes, by the late Mr. John Ellis. The chinmey piece and all the furniture are from defigns of 
Mr. Kent ; and on the piers between the windows are four large painted looking glaffes from China. 


| T we ceiling of the drawing room was defigned, and 1 believe painted by Mr. Kent, with grotef- 
que ornaments, in party colours, and gold. The center compartment reprefents the ftory of Leda. 
if The chimney piece, the tables, glafs-frames, and all the furniture, were defigned by the fame in- 
| genious artift, The room is hung with green filk, and furnifhed with a very pretty colleétion of 
pi@ures, by Domenichino, Paul Veronefe, Albano, Claude Lorrain, Pietro da Cortona, Cornelis 
Janfen, Baflano, Bergheim Bourgognon, &c. .

/ Tue ceiling, furniture, and chimney: piece of the drefling-room were defigned by Mr. Kent. 
The room is richly furnifhed with Japan cabinets, and a great variety of curious works in Drefden 
porcelain, amber, ivory, &c. and there are alfo in it two large pittures; the one by Dupan, re- 
prefenting the children of the Royal Family at play; and the other the Princefs of Wales, with his 
prefent Majefty, the duke of York, and the Princefs Augufta, all in their infancy, attended by 
lord Bofton, lady Archibald Hamilton, and Mrs. Herbert. : 


Her Royal Highnef’s bedchamber is hung with tapeftry: the ceiling and chimney piece were 
defigned by Mr. Kent. 


Tue antichamber and clofets contain nothing remarkable, excepting an Hygrometer, of a 
very curious conftruation, invented and executed by the learned and ingenious Mr. Pullcin, one of 
her Royal Highnefs’s chaplains, = ? oat — 


Elevations of T ue third plate reprefents the North and South elevations of the Palace, both of them executed 
she Palaces fom defigns of the late Mr. Kent, and under his infpeGtion. 


Tue gardens of Kew are not very large. Nor is their fituation by any nicans advantageous ; 
as it is low, and commands no profpeés, Originally the ground was one continued dead flat: the 
| foil was in general barren, and without either wood or water. With fo many difadvantages it was 
| not eafy to produce any thing even tolerable in gardening : but princely munificence, guided by a 
die@or, equally fkilled in cultivating the earth, and in the politer arts, overcame all difficulties, 
What was once a Defart is now an Eden. The judgement with which art hath been employed, to 
fupply the defeéts of nature, and to cover its deformities, hath very juftly gained univerfal admi- 
ration, and refleéts uncommon luftre on the refined tafte of the noble contriver ; as the vaft- fums 
i which have been expended to bring this arduous undertaking to perfection, do infinite honour to the 
generofity and benevolence of the illuftrious poffefor, who with fo liberal a hand diftributes the 
fuperfluity of her treafures in works which ferve at once to adorn the country, and to nourifh its 
induftrious inhabitants. 


Elevation and Ow entering the garden from the palace, and turning towards the left hand, the firft building 
which appears is the Orangery, or Green Houfe, of which the plan and elevation of the South-front 
are given in the fourth plate. The defign is mine, and it was built under my infpeétion in the year 
1761. The front extends one hundred and forty five feet : the room is one hundred and forty two 
feet long, thirty fect wide, and twenty five high, — In the back fhed are two furnaces to heat flues,

Jaid under the pavement of the Orangery ; which are found very ufeful, and indeed very neceffary 
in times of hard froft. 


Tue fifth plate reprefents the elevation and plan of the temple of the Sun, fituated in an open The Temple 
grove near the Orangery, and in the way to the Phyfic Garden. Its figure is of the circular Peripte- — 
ros kind, but without an Attic; and there is a particularity in the Entablature, of which the hint 
is taken from one of the temples of Balbeck. The Order is Corinthian, the columns fluted, and 
the entablature fully enriched. Over each column on the Frize are Baffo Relievos, reprefenting lyres 
and fprigs of laurel ; and round the upper part of the cell are fafpended feftons of fruits and flowers. 

The infide of the cell forms a falon richly finifhed and gilt. In the center of its cove is reprefented 
the Sun, and on the Frize, in twelve compartments, furrounded with branches of laurel, are re- 
prefented the figns of the Zodiac in Baffo Relievo. The fixth Plate exhibits defigns of the Cove, Ceiling, &c.

Tue Phyfic or Exotic Garden was not begun before the year 1760; fo that it cannot poffibly 
be yet in its perfeétion : but from the great botanical learning of him who is the principal manager, 
and the afliduity with which all curious productions are collected from every part of the globe, with- 
out any regard to expence, it may be concluded that, in a few years, this will be the ampleft and beft 
colleGtion of curious Plants, in Europe. For the cultivation of thefe plants 1 have built feveral ftoves; 
and amongft others a very large one, of which there are the plans, elevation, and feétions in the 
feventh plate. Its extent from eaft to weft is one hundrd and fourteen foot: the center is occupied ohiottt 
by a bark-ftove fixty foot long, twenty foot wide, and twenty foot high, exclufive of the tan-pit ; great Stoves 
and the two ends form two dry-ftoves, each twenty five foot long, eighteen foot wide, and twenty 


foot high. 


Tue dry-ftoves are furnifPzed with ftands for placing pots on, made in the form of fteps. 
They have each three revolutions of flues in the back-wall; and one of them hath likewife a flue 


under the pavement. 


Tue bark-ftove in the center is heated by four furnaces: two of thefe ferve to warm the 
flues under the pavement, and two to warm thofe in the back-wall, of which there are five revo- 
lutions. ‘The flues are all of them 9g inches wide, and two foot high. Thofe in the back-wall 
are divided from the houfe by a brick-on-edge wall, and feparated from each other by foot-tiles. 
Between fome of them are placed air-pipes, for the introduction of freth air, which by that means is 
warmed in its paflage, and becomes very beneficial to the plants. The tan- pit is ten foot wide, and 
three foot fix inches deep. It is furrounded on three fides by flues, being feparated from them by # 
fourteen inch wall. The walks are three foot wide, paved with foot-tiles ; and there is a border be- 
fore the back-flues twenty inches wide, with a treillage for creepers, placed within fix inches of the 
flues. ‘The roof-lights are divided in to three heights, and run on cafters; fo that they are moved up 
and down with great eafe; from.a boarded paflage placed over the flues, between the treillage and 
the back-wall. The front lights flide in groves. On the outfide of the bark-ftove, in front, there is 
a border covered with glafs for bulbous roots, which, by the afliftance of the flues under the pave- 
ment of the ftove, flourith very early in the year. 


Conricvous to the Exotic Garden is the Flower Garden. In the eighth plate is an elevation of Principal ene 
its principal entrance, which, with a ftand on each fide of it for rare flowers, forms one end of the Fiswer Gae 
garden. The two fides are enclofed with high trees, and the end facing the principal entrance is 4" & 
occupied by an Aviary of a vaft depth, in which is kept a numerous collection of birds, both foreign The Aviary. 


and domeftic. The ninth plate contains an elevation and part of the plan thereof,

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"Tun Parterre is divided by walks, into a great number of beds, in which all kinds of beauti- 
ful flowers are to be feen, during the greateft part of the years and in its center is a bafon of water 
ftocked with gold-fifh. From the Flower-garden a fhort winding walk leads to the Menagerie. It is 
of an oval figure: the center is occupied by a large bafon of water, furrounded by a walk; and 
the whole is enclofed by a range of pens, or large cages, in which are kept great numbers of Chinefe 
and Tartarian pheafants, befides many forts of other large exotic birds. The bafon is ftocked with 
fuch water-fowl as are too tender to live on the lake; and in the middle of it ftands a pavillion of an

Near the Menagerie ftands the Temple of Bellona, defigned and built by me in the year 1760. 
It is of the proftyle kind ; the portico tetraftyle Doric 5 the metopes alternately enriched with hel- 
mets, and daggers: and vafes, and pateras. ‘The cell is re€tangular, and of a fefquialteral propor- 
tion ; but clofed with an ellyptical dome, from which it receives the light. Its plan and elevation

Passtno from the Menagerie towards the Lake, in a retired folitary walk on the left, is the 
Temple of the god Pan, of the monopteros kind; but clofed on the fide towards the thicket, in order 
to make it ferve for a feat. It is of the Doric order ; the profile imitated from that of the Theatre 


of Marcellus at Rome, and the metopes enriched with ox-fculls and pateras. It was built by me

Pad in the year 2758. Its plan and elevation ace in the thirteenth plate. 


Nor far from the laft deferibed Temple, on an eminence, ftands the Temple of Eolus, like that 

of Pan, of the monopteros figure. The order is a Compofite,:in which the Doric is predominant. 

Within the columns is a Jarge femicircular nich, ferving asa feat, which revolves ona pivot, and may 

with great eafe be turned by one hand to any expofition, notwithftanding its ize, The elevation of 

Temples of this Temple is found in the fourteenth plate; as is likewife that of the Temple of Solitude, fituated very

thirty fourth plate. 


At the head of the Lake, and near the Temple of Eolus, ftands a Chinefe o¢tagon building of 

two ftories, built a good many years ago, I believe from the defigns of Mr. Goupy. It is commonly 

TheHtovteof called the Houfe of Confucius; and its plan and elevation are reprefented in the fifteenth plate. 

Confucius. "The lower ftory confifts of one room and two clofets ; and the upper ftory is one little falon, com- 

manding a very pleafant profpect over the lake and gardens, Its walls and ceiling are painted with 

grotefque ornaments, and little hiftorical fubjects relating to Confucius, with feveral tranfations of the 

Chriftian Miffions in China. The foffa and chairs were, I believe, defigned by Mr. Kent, and their 

{eats and backs are covered with tapeftry of the Gobelins. Ina thicket, near the Houfe of Confucius, 

is erected the engine which fupplies the lake and bafons in the gardens with water. A defign thereof, 

The Water with a defcription of its parts, is to be found in the fixteenth plate. It was contrived by Mr. Smea- 

al ton, and executed under his direction in the year 1 761. It anfwers perfeatly well , raifing by means 
of two horfes, upwards of 3600 hogtheads of water in twelve hours. 


From the Houfe of Confucius a covered clofe walk leads to a grove, where is placed a femi- 

Mr. Ken’s oétagon feat, defigned by Mr. Kent, of which there is an elevation in the eighth plate. A winding 
Garden Seat. a1, on the right of the grove, leads to an open plain, on one fide of which, backed with thickets, on 
a rifing ground, is placed a Corinthian colonnade, defigned and built by me in the year 1760, and 


ite called the Theatre of Augufta, Its plan and elevation are contained in the feventeenth plate.

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Tue Temple of Vidory is the next building which offers itfelf to view. It ftands on a hill, 
and was built in commemoration of the fignal vidtory obtained, on the firft of Auguft 1759, near 
Minden, by the Allied Army, under Prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick, over the French Army, com- 
manded by the Marfhal de Contades. 


Tue figure is the circular Peripteros ; the Order Ionic Decaftyle, fluted, and richly finithed. 
The Frize is adorned with foliages; and round the Attic are fufpended feftoons of Laurel. The Cell, 
which commands a pretty profpeét towards Richmond, and likewife over Middlefex, is neatly fi- 
nifhed with Stucco ornaments. ‘T’hofe in the ceiling reprefent ftandards, and other French trophies. 
The whole was defigned by me, and executed under my infpection, in the year 1759, foon after 
the above mentioned battle. The plan and elevation of this Temple are in the eighteenth plate; and 
the ornaments of the cell, with a profile of the entablature of the Exterior Order, are reprefented 
in the nineteenth. 


As you pafs along from the Temple of Victory, towards the upper part of the Gardens, are 
feen the Ruins of an Arch, furrounded with feveral veftiges of other ftructures. It was defigned and 
executed by me in the year 1760. Two perfpective views of it are to be found amongft the plates, 
and its defcription will be given hereafter. 


Tue upper part of the Garden compofes a large Wildernefs; on the border of which ftands 
a Morefque Building, commonly called the Alhambra. It confifts of a Salon, fronted with a Por- 
tico of Coupled Columns, and crowned with a Lantern. In the twentieth plate is an Elevation of 
its principal front, and the twenty firft fhews its plan, and the ornaments painted in the ceiling 


of the Salon. 


On an open fpace, near the center of the fame Wildernefs, is ereéted the Tower, commonly 
called the Great Pagoda. It was begun under my direétion, in the Autumn of the year 1 761, and 
covered in the Spring of the year 1762. The defign is an imitation of the Chinefe Taa, defcribed in my 
account of the Buildings, Gardens, &c. of the Chinefe, publifhed in the year 1757. 


Puare the twenty fecond contains the plans of the ground floor, firft floor, and upper ftory of that 
building; plate the twenty third its elevation; and plate the twenty fourth its fe@ion; all of them as 
they were firft intended. Thefe three plates were engraved before the building was finithed ; fo that 
fome alterations, which were thought neceflary, during the progrefs of the work, obliged me to 


give the twenty fifth plate; wherein is reprefented a Geometrical Elevation of the Pagoda as now’ 
. executed: The Bafe is a regular OGagon, forty nine feet in diameter 3 and the fuperftru@ure is 


likewife a regular O@agon on its plan, and in its elevation compofed of ten prifms, which form the 
ten different {tories of the building. The loweft of thefe is twenty fix feet in diameter, -exclufive of 
the Portico which furrounds it, and eighteen feet high; the fecond is five and twenty feet in diame- 
ter, and feventeen feet high ; and all the reft diminith in diameter and height, in the fame arith- 
metical proportion, to the ninth ftory, which is eighteen feet in diameter, and ten feet high. The 
tenth ftory is feventeen feet in diameter ; and, with the covering, twenty feet high; and the finifh- 
ing on the top is feventeen fect high; fo that the whole ftruéture, from the Bafe to the top of the 
Fleuron, is one hundred and fixty three feet. Each ftory finifhes with a projecting roof, after the Chi- 
nefe manner, covered with plates of varnifhed Iron of different colours ; and round each of them 
there is a Gallery enclofed with a Rail. All the angles of the roofs are adorned with large dragons 

being eighty in number, covered with a kind of thin glafs of various colours, which produces a tick: 
dazling reflection ; and the whole ornament at the top is double gilt. The walls of the building are 


compofed of very hard bricks ; the outfide of well coloured and well matched greyftocks, neatly laid 
> 


and with fuch care, that there is not the leaft crack or fraéture in the whole firuéture, notwithftand- 


ing

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iing its great height, and the expedition with which it was built, The ftair-cafe, which leads ‘to the 
different ftories, is in:the center of the building. The profpeéts open as you advance in height ; and 
‘from the top you command.a very extenfive view on all fides, and in fome directions upwards of for- 
‘ty miles diflance, over arich and variegated country. 


Tue alterations made, in executing the Pagoda, confifling only .in the widening of the Portico, 
“which furrounds the bafement ftory, and the three lowelt galleries, affeét the figures either of the 
plans or feétion fo little, that I did not think it neceflary to fubftitute new plates, inftead of thofe 
already engraved. ; 


Near the great Pagoda, on a rifing ground, backed with thickets, ftands the Mofque, of which 
the plan and elevation are reprefented in the twenty feventh plate, and the fection in the twenty eighth. 
It was defigned and built by me in the year r76x. The body of the building confifts of an O@agon 
Salon in the center, flanked with two Cabinets, finifhing with one large Dome and two {mall ones. 
‘The large Dome is crowned with a Crefcent, and its upright part contains twenty eight little Arches, 
which give light:to the Salon. On the three front fides of the central O@agon are three doors; giv- 
ing entrance to the building; over each of which there is an Arabic Infcription, in golden characters, 
extradied from the Alcoran by Dr. Moreton, from whom I had the following explanation of them, viz. 


.Ne fit Coa¢tio in Religione. 
Non -eft Deus ullus preter Deum. 
Ne ponatis Deo fimilitudinem. 


Tus Minarets are placed at each end of the principal building. In my defign of them, as well 
as in the whole exterior decoration of the building itlelf, I have endeavoured to collec the principal 
particularities of the Turkifh ArchiteGture. With regard to the interior decoration, I have not fo 
{crupuloufly adhered to their ftyle in building, but have aimed at fome thing uncommon, and at the 
fame time pleafing. The walls of the cabinets are painted of a rich rofe-colour, and thofe of the 
falon are ftraw-coloured. At the eight angles of the room are palm-trees modelled in ftucco, paint- 

‘.ed and varnifhed with various hues of green, in imitation of nature ; which at the top fpread, and 
fupport the dome, reprefented as formed of reeds, bound together with ribbons of filk. ‘The Cove 
is fappofed to be perforated, and a brilliant funny fky appears, finely painted by Mr. Wilfon of 
‘Covent Garden, the celebrated Land{cape Painter. 


In the way from the Mofque towards the Palace, there is a Gothic building, defigned by Mr. 
‘Muntz ; the front reprefenting a Cathedral. Its plan and elevation are in the twenty ninth plate. 


Tue Gallery of Antiques, of which I have given two feétions in the twenty ninth and thirtieth 
plates, was defigned by me, and executed in the year 1757. 


Continuing your way from the laft mentioned building towards the palace, near the banks 
of the lake, ftands the Temple of Arethufa ; a {mall Ionic building of four columns, of which the 
plan and. elevation are reprefented in the thirty firft plate. It was defigned and built by me in the 
year 1758. 

Near it there is a bridge thrown over a narrow channel of water, and leading to the IMland in 
the Lake. The defign is, in a great meafure, taken from one of Palladio’s wooden bridges. Its 
plan and elevation are in the thirty fecond plate. There is nothing remarkable in the whole, but that 
it was erected in one night, ’

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In various parts of the gardén are ercéted covered feats, executed from the two defigns:repre- 


fented in tae thirty third plate; which were compofed by me in the year 4758. The plans of thefe ty 


two deligns, together with thofe of Mr. Kent’s garden-feat, of the principal entrance to the flower- 
garden, and of the Temples of Eolus and Solitude, are all contained in the thirty fourth plate. — 


Tue thirty fifth plate exhibits a plan and elevation of a Temple, defigned by me, and:now ereét- 
ing in the garden of Kew, in commemoration of the prefent peace. The portico is Hexaftyle Ionic ; 
the columns fluted ; the entablature entiched, and the’tympan of the pediment adorned with baffo 
Relicvos. The cel! is in the form of a latin crofs, the ends of which are clofed by femicircular 
fiweeps, wherein are niches to receive ftatues: it is to be richly finifhed with Rucco ornaments, allufive 
to the occafion on which it is ereéted.

Tue forty firft plate is a view of the north fide of the ruin at Kew! | it was rach lgned a and built by 
me isthe year 17.59, in order to make a paflage for carriages and cattle, over one of the principal 
walks-of the garden. My intention was to imitate a Roman Antiquity , ull of brick, with aa in- 
croftation of Rone. ‘The defga isa tiumphal arch, originally with three apertures, but two of 
them now clofed up, and converted into rooms, to which you enter by doors made in the fides of the 
principal arch. The foffit of the principal arch is enriched with coffers and rofes, and both the fronts 
of the ftructure are Ruftic. The north front is confined between rocks, overgrown with briars and 
other wild plants, and topped with thickets, amongft which are feen feveral columns, and other 
fragments of buildings, and at a litde diftance beyond the arch is feen an antique flatue of a 
Mule. 


Tus forty fecond plate exhibits the fouth view of the Ruin, with the temple of Vi&ory in Abed he! 
the diftance. The central ftru@ure of the Ruin is bounded on each fide by a range of arches, the Ruip, 
There is a great quantity of Cornices, and other fragments, fpread over the ground, fcemingly 
fallen from the buildings; and in the thickets on each fide are feen feveral remains of piers, 


brick-walls, &c. 


Tue forty third plate prefents a view of the Wildernefs, with the Alhambra, the Pagoda, 
and Mofque. This plate concludes the work.
